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Two Men Blown to Death at
du Pont Plant in Wayne,
Passaic County.

BUILDINGS DISLODGED.

Shock Like Earlhquake Breaks
Windows in Villages for
Miles Around.

Four of the fourteen hulldings of
the Du Pont black powder mlills at
‘Wayne, N. J., about nine miles wesl
of Paterson, blew up shortly after 8
o'alock to-day with a jar that waa
felt within a radius of fifty miles.
Charles Stoltz, superlntendent of the
plant, and Charles Rysdlck, B0 em-
ployee, were killed, and Willlam
Spernow, the powder boss, was prob-
ably mortally injured. Another man
Is unnccountad for, but it has not
been determined that he ia dead.

Rysdick, who was in the powder press
bullding. the first to o up was blown
to atoms, He was : Sen In the doorway
& moment hefore the explosion, but not
& ahred of his hody has veen discovered.
A fragment of his jumper was found
hal a mile from the plant. It {s belloved
at Jeast a ton of glant powder exploded,
and there la not a bullding la Wayne or
the nearby town of Mountaln View that
is mot badly damaged.

Early = to~day, while Stéwdrt and
Hodues were getting out thelr dellvery
wagons preparatory to thelr momning
trips, Hedgea handed Btewart a wrench
atd told him his brother Robert wanted
it In a hurry, Btewart took the wrench
and ran hall a biock to the stors, lo
find the door locked and no one In the
bullding,

STEWART COULDN'T 8EE THEC
JOKE ON HIM. '

Out of breath and angry, he returned
to the barn and ssked Hedges what he
meant by sending him on the errand.
Hedges laughed bolsterously, The
April Fool joke he had played on his
employer's brother appeared Irresistibly

funny to him. Btewart, unable to "take
& joke,” wstruck Hedges, according to
witnesses,

The men were separated and went to
the store, where Hedges is sald to have
renewed the quarrel, attacking Etewart
several times, [ach time he was re-
sirained by bystanders. In one of the
Attacks he @ sald to have selsed a
heavy shovel and tried to braln Htewart,

The men were alone in the store at
7.30 o'clock, but several customers who
had been In and out declare Hedges wan
making angry threats agalnst Stewart,
vowing to “have hia life's blood." Stew-
art was leaning over a barrel just as
Andrew Heward entered,

lie nkw Hedgow plek up a hammer
and steal up behind Siewart, dealing
him a cfushing blow on the back of the
head. Stewart staggered for & moment
and Hedgea sought to repeat the Liow,
but Seward disarmed him,

Robert Stewart was summoned. His
brother did not appear to be badly in-
jured, and after upbralding both men
for fighting while he wus away he sent
his brother to Dr. Austin’'s office, where
three stitches were taken !n the wound.
James J. wus then sent lo Rubert's
home, on High View avenue, He 414
not regard his condition as serlous, bul
In a few minutes complained of zevere
palns, He was put to bed and dled gt 10
o'clock.. His skull was fractured at the
base of the brain.
